Early  subscribers  will  recall  that 
Al  was  program  and  promotion  director  here  in  1951,  working  with  KPFA's 
founder,  Lewis  Hill.  Our  photo  of  him  is  from  those  days,  and  he  still  looks 
much  the  same. 

Between  then  and  now,  he  has  been  supervisor  of  broadcasting  for  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  a  documentary  producer  for  NBC  and  CBS  in 
Chicago.
